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Cont. of 11: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argued feature, ie. "a transmitter to transmit the 
recommendation to a third user terminal that does not have a recommendation processor" is in fact taught by the prior art of record as 
follows. First, the prior art of record. Marsh, on page 10, paragraph 0156 discloses the recommendation is transmitted in a peer-to-peer 
exchange, which examiner reads as from a transmitter of one peer to a third user terminal. Now, the metadata file containing the content 
recommendation is created and sent by the first peer to the second peer, which does not require a recommendation processor to receive 
the recommended metadata file. Based upon this read of Marsh, the prior art of record reads upon the negative recitation: "a transmitter to 
transmit the recommendation to a third user terminal that does not have a recommendation processor" as currently written. As per the lack 
of prima facia obviousness regarding the combination of the prior art of Van Stam and Marsh, examiner respectfully disagrees. Both Van 
Stam and Marsh are directed to recommendation systems within a cable network, and the modification of the peer-to-peer system of Van 
Stam to send metadata files having recommended content from one peer to another is an obvious modification that would be made for an 
enhanced user experience within a shared video network, as previously stated in the final rejection. Based upon the evidence presented 
from the prior art of record, examiner maintains his rejection.
